GREENH0USE OVER HOT SPRING 


Novelty Which May be Seen at the 
Yellowstone Park—Kept Wfcrm 
in Coldest Weather 
The old expression that “ there is 
nothing new under the 
sun” 
has 
been given a rude shakeup by the 
achievement of the caretaker of Old 
Faithful Inn in Yellowstone Para, 
Last winter his ingenious brain de­ 
vised the scheme of building a hot 
house over one of the many boiling 
springs in the vicinity of the hotel. 
Realizing that there was a lot of 
good heat going to 
waste 
which 
might be coralled and used to ad­ 
vantage, he be thought himself of 
constructing a glass house over th© 
source of this heat for the develop­ 
ment of plant life. 
The upper part 
of 
*h- 
wooden 
framework was filled in with old win­ 
dows that were discarded when the 
new Grand Canyon Hotel was built 
two years ago. 
Upon completion of his improvised 
hot house, he immediately planted 
lettuce, radishes, cucumbers, toma­ 
toes and mushrooms, bunging fertile 
soil from back in the hills and con­ 
structing boxes in which to to plant 
his seed. 
There was no soil where 
he built this green house for the 
reason tnat it was located on the hot 
springs formation, where the crust is 
lava and volcanic rocks. 
Things grew in the hot house like 
wild fire, while the outside temper­ 
ature ranged anywhere from 20 to 
50 degrees below’ zero. 
The only dif­ 
ficulty experienced was in keeping 
th© temperature Inside the hot house 
in the proper point for the welfare of 
the plants. 
The heat from the hot 
spring was so intense that the prob­ 
lem of moderating the temperature 
proved a serious one.
